Her parents, through 
a fear of .having the child injure 
herself, check many of her normal 
activities. Again, since her parents 
give most of their attention to the 
younger sister — Margaret feels 
she is unwanted. To get her par- 
ents’ attention, she trices to show’ 
them her natura! talents as they 
are expressed in such things as 
dancing. But she is told that “nice 

Is don’t show off.” Gradually 


\. Margaret learns that the only way 


to save herself from the frighten- 
ing sense of being unwanted is to 
ve in to all demands and to re- 
in from all activity to which 
others might object. She becomes 
the “model child”. 


Result of Peychiatry 

Towards the end of the film, we 
ace the positive side of modern 
peychiatry. Group therapy is ap- 
plied to Margaret and a number of 
others suffering from similar handi- 
caps. They are taught to face and 
examine their problems. At the 
end we e her beginning to break 
away from the habit of blind obedi- 
ence that was so thoroughly estab- 
lihed in her childhood and that had 
been at the root of her emotional 
troubles. 

“The Feeling of Rejection.” has 
already been shown in the United 
States and Europe. It received re 
cognition last year at the Edin. 
bu Film Festival, the Internation- 
al Scie: tific Film Festival and the 
Cannes Film Festival in France, the 
International Conference of High 
School Teachers in Norway, and 
took a prize at the Chicago Film 
Festival a few months ago.

“Worth Of Christian Character 


Ephesiang 5: 6-21. 


Golden Text — | press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Jesus Christ. — Phil- 
ippians 3:14. 

No one has ever equalled the 
apostle Paul as a teacher of Christ- 
jan doctrine. But he. was no mere 
theorist. He felt that truth in the 
head and heart ought to issue in a 
befitting conduct. In his letters 
he presented the truths concern- 
ing Jesus Christ and then gave 
practical exhortations with regard 
to behaviour. 


Paul draws the line very definite- 
ly between tho’ who are Christ's 
and those \.ho are still children of 
disobedience. “Be not ye therefore 
partakers with them, For ye were 
sometimnes darkness, but now are 
ye light in the Lord: walk as child- 
ren of light.” One of John Wes- 
ley’s favorite texts was from this 
passage: “Awake thou that sleep 
est, and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light’, Too 
often the complaint is heard, “The 
professed Christians are no dif- 
ferent from others’. Where that 
is true, the Bible standard of Clirist- 
ian living has been lost. The real 
Christian has arisen from the dead. 
He has no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness but 
rather reproves them. He walks 
carefully. He searches for God's 
will and does that which is accept- 
able to Him. He redeems the time.

Paul's exhort.tion, “Be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess”, and 
the grandeur and glory of that 
great city has faded. Shall we as a 
nation suffer similar fate?

Avoid A Jungle > 


In special government bulletins 


on the subject and in Canadian seéd \ 


catalogues will be listed a lot of 
vital information for the gardener in 
addition to descriptions of the flow- 
ers and vegetables. Experienced 
gardeners would never think 

vegetables, flowers OF 
shrubs without some of this vital in- 
formation. Without it even the 
best of them would be creating a 
jungle rather than something tidy, 
beautiful and most satisfactory. And 
a jungle is something far different 
from an informal Jayout. Pew ex- 
perts would advocate a formal gard- 
en with all the flowers in prim rows 
or squares, but neither do they sug’ 
gest broadcasting seed in every di- 
rection, planting little flowers be 
hind tall ones or putting clashing 
colors side by side, In the vege 
tables, too, they urge more room 
for big tail things like corn, cucum- 
bers and potatoes than for narrow- 
growing lettuce,, beets and carrots. 


Give Them Rooin 


Generally. speaking, all plants re 
quire at Jeast half as much space 
between them as they are high at 
maturity. With big trees this means 
from 20 to 40 feet, with carrots it 
means only about 2 inches. Again 
the proper depth to plant seeds is 
about three times the diameter. 
With tiny seeds ilke poppies, alys- 
sum. or turnips this means merely 
pressing the seeds into the soil, with 
big things like giadioli, bulbs, po- 
tatoes and dahlias it means from 4 
to 8 inches. 

Cultivate First 

Either in the fall or early spring 
the garden should be thoroughly 
dug or ploughed. This will turn in 
manure, rotted vegetable material, 
etc., destroy a lot of weed seeds, 
pests, etc., and put the soil in con- 
dition for further and fine working. 
It will also mix top and immediate 
subsoil and tend to more evenly 
distribue natural fertility. At this 
time it is advisable to work in all 
the old dead weeds, vegetable tops 
and any manure that has been ob- 
tained. The new gardener is too 
inclined to burn all rubbish and

Europe Foresees 
Bumper Harvests 


A mild winter has tempered Eur- 
opean misery and given promise of 
bumper crops in repayment for 
last year’s suffering. 

Nowhere has there been the in- 
tense hardship of last winter, the 
worst Europe experienced in this 
century. 

Abundant rainfall accompanied 
abnormally high temperatares. The 
moisture raised prospect for har- 
vests that in some countries may 
equal those of before the war. A 
survey shows: 

Germany—Despite the food shor- 
tage, Germans experienced nothing 
like the ‘suffering of last year. In 
mid-February of 1947, Berlin auth- 
orities reported more than 100 per- 
sons had died from exposure and 
malnutrition. No such conditions 
are reported this year. 

France—One of the best harvests 
since before the war is expected. 
Spring wheat is past danger of 
frost damage.

has been the highest .since 1943. 
Fields are green. 

Italy—The weather man say? 
winter may be just about over. 
Flowers are blooming in the north- 
ern provinces and winter wheat is 
six inches high.

Scandinavia—Sweden had 40 per 
cent more snow, but temperatures 
three to five degrees above normal,

May Re-fuel Planes 
In Air Over Ocean 


Four weeks of tests over the At 
lantic have led some British air 
experts to expect the refuelling of 
planes in the air to become regular 
routine. 

Aviation ministry officials are 
cautiously optimistic. Much depends 
o. the final results of the trials, 
which will continue at least through 
April when weather conditions are 
usually at their worst. 

The refuelling service teovides 
tanker aircraft which meet at rende- 
yous with freight-carrying Liberator 
planes and pass to them the 1,000 
gallons or more of fuel needed to 
complete the long non-stop crossing 
between London and Montreal. 

It is argued thaat refuelling in 
flight has these advantages: 

It enables an aircraft to take off 
from a shorter runway, because it 
need not carry its full load of fuel. 
It increasés the possible payload and 
increases the rahge of an aircraft. 

The increased payload is the main 
commercial argument. It is calculat- 
ed that a passenger aircraft could 
save the weight and space needed 
to carry 2,000 gallons of fuel and 
so add ‘o its passenger-carrying cap 
acity by 16,000 potinds, or 50 persons.

PERMIT CANADIANS TO 
RECEIVE $25 GIFTS 


Canada's emergency austerity regu- 
lations have been eased to permit 
Canadians to receive gifts valiied up 
to $25 from the United States. 

However, a Revenue Department 
official said that such gifts would be 
subject to normal duties. The conces- 
sion was granted primarily to — pre 
vent hardship through prohibiting 
such ‘gifts as birthday and wedding 
presents. 

The official said that the limit on 
goods which may be brought into 
Canada from the United States has 
not been altered except in the case of 
unsolicited gifts. ; 

The original regulation prohibited 
entry of gifts except those valued at 
$5 or less which are traditionally du- 
ty free.

They constitute the great majority of 
our citizens, men and women who do 
| ordinary jobs and make the world go 
round. They have aptitudes and skills 
which a secondary school course

A district school is bound to 
have..an effect on its commun- 
ity. The small town is not the 
centre of entertainment and soc 
life that it once was. I suggest that 
because of the young people and 
through them, these district schools 
will become centres of larger _ com- 
munities. This may be one way of 
bringing back community life to the 
country. Not only will there be games, 
dances, plays and concerts, but there 
can be clubs and discussion groups, 
such as citizen forums and farm for- | 
ums. The school! will become whatev- 
er the people wish to make it through | 
community interest’ and community } 
effort. But such a school will fall far 
short of giving the service it can give | 
if it fails to do two things—(1) raise | 
| the cultural standard of living in its 
| community, and (2) train leaders for 
| that community.
